The tat bill is slowly gqing through the 


Ways and Means Committee. Members are 
so reticent auoiit their doings that it is almost 
impossible to ascertain the details of yieir la- 
bors. They arc somewhat embarrassed by 
the conflict of opinion between Ihe President 
and Secretary of the Treasury, the latter still 
holding that it is not advisable to make much 
reduction, while the former is for a reduction 
of 25 or 30 millions dollars. 
The Committee 


is with the President, however, and it is cer- 
tain that Amendments they will propose look 
to the relief of industry. 
Tlu-y will advise a 


number of changes in the administrative por- 
tions of the existing law, suggeste'd by the ex- 
perience of last year, to the end that the bur- 
den of taxation may be more equally distribu- 
ted and the schemes of rogues 
defeated. 


They favor a rebate rather than a reduction 
of taxes, and are pretty certain to recommend 
the removal of all taxes on watches, silver 
plate, pianos, carriages and billiard tables, be- 
ing the whole range of articles in what is 
known as schedule A. They are also likely to 
advise the removal of the whole or the great- 


and may perhaps recommend an abatement 
of those on express and telegraph companies. 
The license tax on dealers iu manufacturers 
of tobacco and spirits will probably be retain- 
ed, as will also the special tax on banks and 
bankers. Most of tlie other special and li- 
cense taxes are to be removed. The Commit- 
tee has not decided what to do about the in- 
come tax, but the talk of members points to a 
reduction of the rate to 3 per cent, with an 
increase possibly in exemptions. 
It will be 


seen on examination that this work is mostly 
in the line of the recommendations made by 
Special Commissioner Wells. 
The bill is not 


coming up for two or three weeks.
